ORLANDO, FLA. We need 
to develop more teamwork 
between carrier and shipper, 
moré cooperation and less con 
frontation,’? Arnold B. McKin- 
non, chairman ‘and chief exeécu- 
tive officer of Norfolk Southern 
Corp., told. members of the 
National Grain and Feed Associ- 
ation at their annual convention 
March 15, 

Addressing the issue of rail- 
road car supply, McKinnon not- 
ed that, beginning April 1, Nor- 
folk Southern wil] automatically 
accept all applications to load 
grain and grain products on pri- 
vately-owned cavered hoppers 
originating on Norfolk Southern. 
“We think this will help the 
equipment supply and improve 
your ability to plan for your 
future car requirements,” he 
said.

~hopper fleet is aging and witt 


need replacing in coming years, 
he said. 

“The problem is that at exist- 
ing rate levels, we can't justify 
buying new equipment ourselves, 
and we can’t justify high enough 
mileage allowances that would 
encourage you to buy new cars, 
either."”
